You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town  on  Tuesday  the  8th  dav  of  March  next  at 
10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following 
subjects:

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  CHIEF 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  police  department  to  preserve 
the  peace  and  protect  the  citizens  of  the  community. 
In  this  effort,  the  department  operates  with  two  basic 
functions.  The  first  is  PREVENTION.  The  Tilton 
Police  Department  has  been  quite  successful  in  its 
prevention  program  as  evidenced  by  the  small  number 
of  crimes  committed  in  Tilton  during  1965.  We  in  the 
department  are  particularly  proud  that,  in  the  face  of 
increasing  traffic  and  a  mounting  accident  toll,  the 
number  of  accidents  in  Tilton  decreased  16%  compared 
with  1964.  We  earnestly  solicit  your  assistance  in 
furthering  this  reduction  in  1966. 

The  second  function  of  your  police  department  is 
the  solution  of  those  crimes  that  occur  and  the  appre- 
hension of  those  persons  responsible.  Our  results  in 
this  field  of  endeavor  have  been  moderate.  This,  un- 
fortunately, is  true  in  most  other  communities  our 
size,  due  mainly  to  a  lack  of  personnel.  However,  steps, 
have  been  taken  to  remedy  this  situation  and  this  year 
is  expected  to  show  favorable  results. 

The  department's  system  of  records  and  filing  was 
completed  in  1965.  This  has  helped  our  operations 
already  and  will  prove  even  more  valuable  in  the 
future. 

With  the  addition  of  our  new  radio  equipment,  Til- 
ton is  now  part  of  a  county-wide  police  radio  network 
which  has,  on  several  occasions,  demonstrated  its  value. 
This  arrangement  provides  the  town  with  the  fastest 
and  most  efficient  communications  available  to  a  small 
department.  It  is  an  investment  which  should  prove  of 
great  benefit  to  the  town  for  many  years,  both  in  ef- 
ficiency and  economy. 

The  department  became  a  part  of  the  Belknap  County 
Riot  Squad  when  it  was  formed  during  the  spring  of 
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1965.  Four  of  our  officers  participated  in  quelling 
the  disturbance  at  Weirs  Beach  in  June.  Every  citizen 
of  Tilton  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  manner  in 
which  these  officers  performed  their  trying  and  haz- 
ardous duties  during  a  most  unfortunate  incident. 

Training  has  been  emphasized  during  the  year.  Your 
chief  attended  a  one  week  school  for  firearms  instruc- 
tors which  was  conducted  by  the  F.B.I,  at  Wakefield, 
Mass.  Officer  St.  Cyr  attended  the  two  week  State 
Police  Training  School  at  Concord.  All  members  of 
the  department  attended  an  Area  Training  School 
here  last  spring  which  was  conducted  by  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation.  This  course  covered  many 
phases  of  criminal  investigation  as  well  as  firearms 
training.  In  connection  with  our  training  program  we 
have  formed  a  pistol  team.  Our  one  competition  dur- 
ing the  year  resulted  in  a  302  to  256  victory  over  the 
Belmont  police  team.  A  more  advanced  school  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  March,  again  conducted  by  the 
F.B.I.  In  addition  to  this,  a  continuous  in-service  train- 
ing program  will  be  inaugurated  later  this  year. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Tilton  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  your  cooperation  through- 
out the  year.  It  is  only  through  the  support  of  the 
citizens  of  the  community  that  your  police  department 
can  function  effectively.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation to  the  members  of  the  department  who  have 
contributed  so  many  extra  hours  without  compensation 
for  the  improvement  of  the  department  and  the  se- 
curity of  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the 
thousands  of  vacationists  that  visit  us  every  year  love 
the  State  for  the  variegated  woodlands  that  encircle 
our  clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and  mountains. 
Most  of  us  appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there  were 
enough  careless  people  among  us  to  cause  over  880 
grass  and  woodland  fires  to  start  in  1965.  True  this 
was  a  much  dryer  than  normal  year  but  this  should 
have  meant  the  use  of  extra  care.  Fortunately  the  fire 
fighting  forces  have  held  the  line  against  such  careless 
acts.  It  is  up  to  each  one  of  us  to  be  ever  mindful  that 
a  spark  or  flame  is  a  potential  fire. 

WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFUL: 

1.  To    teach    our    children    the    danger    in    lighting 
matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a 
car  or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town 
dump.  If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush; 

a.  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden. 

b.  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5:00  PM 

c.  If  burning  a  field  or  brush  have  equipment  and 
adequate  help  on  hand.  The  heat  from  your  fire 
creates  its  own  draft  to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and 
Towns  thousands  of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and 
hundreds  of  acres  of  destroyed  woodlands,  yours  never  to 
enjoy.

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REPORT  OF  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON  A 
SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL  SYSTEM 

A  motion  was  made  at  the  1965  Town  Meeting  for 
a  Study  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  to 
study  the  fundamentals  regarding  the  installation  and 
operation  of  a  sewerage  disposal  system  and  to  report 
its  findings  to  the  1966  Town  Meeting. 

Meetings  have  been  held  by  the  Tilton  and  North- 
field  Committees  with  the  Fire  Commissioners,  various 
consulting  engineering  firms,  and  officials  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Commission. 

The  problem  of  water  pollution  has  become  a  serious 
one  in  the  eyes  of  both  State  and  Federal  officials.  This 
is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  State  will  contribute 
40%  aid,  and  the  Federal  Government  will  contribute 
30%  aid  for  the  construction  of  sewerage  disposal  facili- 
ties. This  aid  can  be  applied  to  nearly  all  major  items, 
but  might  not  be  allowed  on  certain  lateral  pipes  of  a 
local  nature.  It  appears  in  the  near  future  that  the  State 
may  request  that  all  towns  that  are  polluting  a  stream 
or  river  take  positive  action  to  eliminate  said  pollution. 
The  Federal  Government  has  requested  that  all  states 
classify  streams  and  rivers  by  1967  or  they  will  cause 
same  to  be  done. 

Different  types  of  sewerage  disposal  facilities  were 
discussed.  These  types  vary  from  a  complete  plant  (full 
time  operators)  to  the  lagoon  system  which  seems  to  be 
quite  acceptable  in  New  Hampshire.  This  lagoon  sys- 
tem would  require  approximately  30  acres  of  land  and 
it  would  not  require  any  full  time  operator.  Different 
sites  for  these  proposed  lagoons  have  also  been  discussed. 

The  Federal  Government  will  allow  a  district  to  apply 
for  an  interest  free  loan  that  does  not  have  to  be  repaid 
until  the  sewer  disposal  facilities  are  built.  This  allows 
a  district  to  select  and  retain  an  engrmeerino;  firm  to 
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conduct  a  study  to  determine  the  best  method  of  sewer- 
age disposal  and  to  estimate  total  cost  of  construction 
of  this  project.  This  proposal  is  reviewed  and  must  be 
approved  by  the  engineers  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Water  Pollution  Commission. 

The  water  pollution  condition  appears  to  be  a  pre- 
cinct problem. 

By  far  the  most  reasonable  approach  at  this  time 
would  be  to  include  the  article  for  an  interest-free 
planning  loan  (Sample  Enabling  Act)  in  the  warrant 
of  one  town,  probably  Tilton,  for  action  at  the  coming 
Town  Meeting.  This  would  allow  the  town  to  make 
application  through  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
funds,  and  the  study  could  legally  include  parts  of  both 
towns.  When  you  have  gone  through  the  mechanics 
of  setting  up  the  sewer  district,  the  town  could  turn  the 
study  and  attached  obligations  over  to  the  district  (dis- 
trict would  vote  to  accept  the  obligation  to  the  Federal 
government)  and  the  town  would  be  released  from  its 
contract  with  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency. 

At  present,  this  seems  to  be  the  easiest,  and  by  far 
least  cumbersome  procedure.  It  should  be  pointed  out 
to  the  town's  voters  that  they  will  be  under  no  obligation 
to  repay  the  loan  —  the  towns  turn  over  the  existing 
sanitary  sewers  to  the  district  —  and  the  district  accepts 
the  system  of  sewers  and  the  obligation  to  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency.

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TILTON-NORTHFIELD  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

The  Selectmen 
Tilton  and  Northfield 

Gentlemen: 

It  was  a  relatively  quiet  year  from  a  Civil  Defense 
standpoint.  It  is  unfortunate  that  it  often  takes  some 
major  tension,  as  was  evident  during  the  Cuban  crisis, 
to  motivate  the  public  to  thoughts  and  actions  toward 
the  safety  of  themselves  and  their  families.  However, 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  we  have  accomplished  a  worth 
while  year. 

Perhaps  our  greatest  achievement  was  the  highly 
successful  medical  self  help  class  held  in  the  Spring 
and  sponsored  jointly  with  the  American  Red  Cross. 
We  "graduated"  over  sixty  men  and  women,  which  to 
the  best  of  the  writers  knowledge  is  still  a  state  record 
for  a  "non  captive"  class.  Due  appreciation  should  be 
noted  for  the  invaluable  assistance  of  Mr.  Nick  Wad- 
leigh  for  this  fine  job  of  instructing  and  to  the  local 
clergy  for  their  wholehearted  and  active  support. 

As  is  well  known,  the  C.  D.  Horn  has  been  tested 
monthly  in  accordance  with  Federal  directions.  During 
the  hurricane  season  the  alternate  HI-LoW  emergency 
signal  was  also  sounded  as  an  exercise. 

Other  than  the  State  Police  course  taken  early  in  the 
year  by  your  Director  and  his  assistant  Bill  Southworth, 
no  other  instructional  courses  were  taken.  It  is  intended 
that  a  Radiological  course  be  instituted  in  the  near 
future. 

Three  statewide  CD  communication  tests  alerts  were 
exercised  during  the  year.  An  improvement  was  noted 
in  the  method  and  time  taken  to  notify  our  reporting 
point.  In  the  event  of  an  internationally  serious  situa- 
tion developing  however,  our  warning  system  would  be 
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quickly  connected  by  telephone  so  that  it  could  be 
activated  by  Laconia  police.  Laconia  is  fortunate  in 
being  directly  on  the  alert  network  radiating  from 
Colorado  Springs,  the  Federal  Defense  H.Q. 

At  the  respective  town  meetings  the  voters  will  be 
asked  to  raise  money  that  together  with  federal  match- 
ing funds,  will  be  sufficient  to  construct  at  or  by  the 
Fire  Station  a  radioactive  proof  room. 

In  the  event  of  an  attack  against  this  country  there 
will  be  radioactive  fallout  in  our  area  sufficient  to  kill 
all  those  not  reasonably  protected.  It  is  assumed  that 
private  households  could  quickly  construct  makeshift 
elementary  shelters  in  their  basements,  however,  there 
is  no  possible  such  protection  available  to  our  essential 
services.  This  means  that  during  the  period  of  radioac- 
tive fallout  and  for  a  time  thereafter  our  community 
would  necessarily  be  without  all  forms  of  local  govern- 
ment, fire  protection,  police,  and  CD.  personnel. 

To  conform  to  the  minimum  federal  specifications 
in  order  to  qualify  for  matching  funds,  it  is  estimated 
that  such  a  building  together  with  the  installation  of 
its  pertinent  equipment  would  cost  about  $3,600.00  or 
$1,800.00  from  federal  funds,  the  balance  divided  2/3 
by  Tilton,  1/3  by  Northfield. 

May  I  ask  your  co-operation  in  bringing  this  problem 
to  the  attention  of  the  public  so  that  they  may  properly 
decide  on  the  course  I  should  take.

1965  Annual  Report 

The  tenth  year  of  operation  has  been  marked  by 
many  firsts: 

First — Recreation  Advisory  Council  has  been  formed 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Doris  Harbour. 

First — Organized  playground  for  summer  activity  for 
our  young  people  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Recrea- 
tion Council. 

First — Lifeguard  ever  on  daily  duty  at  Northfield 
Pond. 

First — Sno-mobile  events  to  try  to  increase  our  Build- 
ing Fund. 

First — Attempts  to  secure  Federal  Grant  for  construc- 
tion of  a  Community  Center. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  ledger  were  two  firsts,  for 
which  we  were  not  happy — 

First  time  skating  and  skiing  programs  had  to  be 
curtailed  due  to  the  lack  of  funds.  The  reason  for  this 
financial  crisis  was  two-fold — 

1.  The  necessity  to  exceed  our  transportation  budget 
for  swimming  by  approximately  $500  and 

2.  The  decision  of  the  School  Board  to  eliminate 
its  summer  playground,  and  numerous  requests  by  the 
townspeople  for  us  to  sponsor  their  activity. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  very  able  services 
of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Gorham  as  our  playground  supervisor 
and  arts  and  crafts  instructor.  Nancy  Allen  and  Joyce 
Gilbert  served  as  paid  assistants.  Also  teaching  and 
supervising  the  children  daily,  on  a  voluntary  basis, 
were   Bobby  Brown,   Sandra   Caldwell,   Diane   Rober, 
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Diane  Converse,  Rose  Hamel,  Lynn  Henchey  and  Ken 
Gorham.  Without  these  volunteers,  we  might  well  have 
sponsored  a  mediocre  program  instead  of  the  tremen- 
dously successful  program  that  it  was. 

The  Gold  Cup  Sno-Mobile  trials,  held  in  March 
1964  when  the  snow  was  thin,  was  a  success  in  all  aspects 
except  financial.  The  Teen  Council  was  faced  with  a 
deficit  of  $125  from  this  event.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
replace  that  loss  another  year  at  the  Gold  Cup. 

The  Teen  Council  purchased  a  duplicating  machine 
for  the  Center  which  has  been  quite  an  asset.  They 
also  made  miscellaneous  purchases  for  our  program  in 
the  amount  of  $222.09,  for  which  we  are  extremely 
grateful. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to 
the  local  organizations  and  individuals  concerned  for 
the  formation  of  the  Advisory  Council.  To  the  Select- 
men of  both  towns,  the  Police  and  Highway  Depart- 
ments of  both  towns,  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Frank 
Hackett,  and  all  who  have  helped  to  make  our  tasks 
easier,  and  ever  increasing  the  scope  of  recreation  in 
Tilton-Northfield,  we  give  our  thanks.

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  food  baskets  were  pro- 
vided for  thirty  needy  families  by  the  Salvation  Army, 
The  Elks,  The  American  Legion,  The  Congregational 
Church,  and  Saint  Anne's  Society.  A  turkey  was  also 
donated,  which  I  delivered  to  a  deserving  family. 

Many  children  were  made  happy  at  Christmas,  be- 
cause of  generous  thoughtfulness  of  the  Recreation 
Department,  the  Girl  Scouts,  the  American  Legion  and 
Auxiliary,  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  Emblem  Club.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TILTON-NORTHFIELD 

SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT 

The  School  Board  studied  with  the  other  districts  o£ 
the  Supervisory  Union,  Franklin,  Sanbornton,  Bel- 
mont and  Hill,  a  proposed  union  salary  schedule  for 
teachers.  There  were  many  meetings  with  representa- 
tives of  the  other  communities  and  the  union  Teachers' 
Association.  The  local  Teachers'  Association  was  also 
consulted  many  times.  The  salary  schedule  is  printed 
in  this  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  March  1965  dis- 
trict meeting,  the  Sanbornton  and  Tilton-Northfield 
School  Boards  worked  with  the  Planning  Board  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  Moderators  on  the  question  of  a 
cooperative  district.  The  Boards  and  Study  Committees 
voted  unanimously  to  support  the  idea  and  sent  a  gen- 
eral booklet  to  all  voters.  Special  group  meetings  were 
held  in  both  communities. 

The  proposed  budget  for  1966-1967  has  the  normal 
seven  per  cent  increase  which  has  been  prevalent  in 
most  districts  because  of  the  increased  costs  for  teacher's 
salaries  and  the  general  increase  in  costs. 

The  big  project  of  the  past  summer  was  the  renova- 
tion of  the  old  auditorium  in  the  Union  School  into 
two  classrooms. 

The  Tiiton-Northfield  School  District  established  a 
special  class  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Union  School 
to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  children  requiring  special 
instruction. 

The  school  district  operated  the  Head  Start  Program 
for  forty-five  pre-school  pupils  in  an  eight  week  pro- 
gram.  The  federal  government  paid  the  entire  costs 
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of  the  program  designed  to  give  children  the  oppor- 
tunity for  many  adjustments  before  entering  school. 

The  School  Board  voted  to  have  an  evaluation  of  the 
schools  made  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Col- 
leges and  Secondary  Schools.  This  starts  with  the 
principal  and  teaching  staff  making  a  complete  study 
of  the  entire  school  to  see  what  the  present  situation  is 
in  regard  to  the  entire  program,  physical  facilities  and 
administration. 

A  Visiting  Committee  of  approximately  eighteen 
members  from  New  England  schools  studies  the  local 
evaluation  report  and  then  makes  a  three  day  visit. 
They  make  a  report  showing  the  strong  points  of  each 
department,  and  places  where  improvements  are  needed. 
The  school  over  a  two  year  period  is  expected  to  make 
changes  where  desirable  and  feasible.  The  school  re- 
ceives accreditation  and  is  expected  to  have  one  evalua- 
tion every  ten  years.  The  evaluation  will  be  very  valu- 
able to  the  community  in  securing  ideas  from  other 
schools  of  how  our  education  for  the  children  may  be 
improved.

Committee  as  authorized  by  the  School  District 
Meetings  of  March,  1965 

The  Committee  studied  the  problems  for  eleven 
months  and  unanimously  recommended  that  the  three 
towns  form  the  Winnisquam  Regional  School  District. 

Special  school  district  meetings  were  held  simultane- 
ously at  Sanbornton  and  at  Tilton  on  Thursday,  Febru- 
ary 3,  1966.  The  Sanbornton  meeting  voted  110  to  38 
in  favor  of  the  cooperative.  The  Tilton-Northneld 
voters  also  endorsed  the  committee  recommendation 
by  148  to  11. 

The  two  votes  mean  that  the  old  districts  are  dis- 
solved as  of  June  30,  1966  and  the  Winnisquam  Region- 
al School  District  becomes  the  official  district  for  the 
three  towns  on  July  1,  1966. 

A  school  district  meeting  will  be  planned  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education  to  elect  a  new  School  Board 
of  three  from  Tilton,  two  from  Sanbornton,  and  two 
from  Northfield.  This  meeting  will  also  vote  the  new 
budget  for  the  three  towns.  The  new  warrant  and  pro- 
posed budget  for  the  Winnisquam  Regional  School 
District  will  be  published  at  a  later  date.

ZONING  REGULATIONS 
with  Amendments 

ARTICLE  I 

The  zoning  regulations  and  districts  as  herein  set 
forth  have  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
health,    safety,    morals  and  the  general  welfare  of  the 
community.      They  have  been  designated  to  lessen  conges- 
tion in  the  streets,    to  secure  safety  from  fire,    panic, 
and  other  dangers,    to  provide  adequate  light  and  air,    to 
prevent  overcrowding  of  land,    to  avoid  undue  concentra- 
tion of  population,    to  facilitate  the  adequate  provision  of 
transportation,    water,    sewerage,    schools,    parks  and 
other  public  requirements. 

ARTICLE  II 
ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICTS 

The  Town  of  Tilton  is  hereby  divided  as  shown  on 
the  Zoning  Map  dated  12/11/56,    and  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk,    into  seven  classes  of  districts,    with  the  following 
designation:

General  Residence  Districts  .    , R 

Agricultural  Districts F

BOUNDARIES  OF  DISTRICTS:     Unless  otherwise 
indicated,    the  boundaries  between  Zones  are  the  center 
lines  of  street,    alleys,    or  railroads,    or  other  rights  of 
way,    or  line  parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  distant  from 
the  less  restricted  side  of  the  block,    provided  that  within 
blocks  less  than  two  hundred  feet  wide  such  lines  are 
median  lines  between  the  street  lines. 

LOTS  IN  TWO  DISTRICTS:    Where  a  district  bound- 
ary line  divides  a  lot  in  single  or  joint  ownership  of  rec- 
ord at  the  time  such  line  is  adopted,    the  regulation  for 


the  less  restricted  portion  of  such  lot  shall  extend  not 
more  than  thirty  feet  into  the  more  restricted  portion, 
provided  the  lot  has  frontage  on  a  street  in  the  less  re- 
stricted district. 

DEFINITIONS:  A.  lot  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
that  parcel  of  land  on  which  its  principal  buildings  and 
its  accessories  are  placed,  together  with  the  required 
open  space. 

A.  semi-detached  one-family  dwelling  is  a  one  fam- 
ily house  having  one  party  wall  in  common  with  an  adj ac- 
cent house,    the  two  houses  together,    however,    accom- 
modating but  two  families,    one  family  living  on  either 
side  of  the  party  wall. 

A  detached  two-family  dwelling  is  a  house  accom- 
modating altogether  but  two  families,    having  no  party 
walls  in  common  with  an  adjacent  house. 

ARTICLE  III.    --  SINGLE  RESIDENCE  DISTRICT  USES 


In  a  single  residence  district,    no  building  or  prem- 
ises may  be  erected,    altered,    or  used  for  any  purpose, 
except: 

1.  Detached  dwelling  for  one  family  or  house- 
keeping unit. 

2.  Club,    except  a  club  the  chief  activity  of  which 

is  a  service  customarily  carried  on  as  a 
business,    or  a  club  with  more  than  five 
sleeping  rooms. 

3.  Church 

4.  Educational  use,    except  dormitories. 

5.  Crop  and  tree  farming,    including  greenhouses, 

nurseries  and  accessory  buildings,    provided, 

(a)  No  storage  of  manure  or  odor  or  dust 
producing  substance  shall  be  permitted  with- 
in one  hundred  feet  of  any  adjoining  lot  line. 

(b)  No  greenhouse  or  accessory  farming 
structure  shall  be  located  within  twenty  feet 
of  a  side  or  front  lot  line. 

(c)  Products  raised  on  the  premises  may  be 
sold  but  no  retail  stand  or  other  commer- 
cial structure  shall  be  located  thereon. 

6.  Municipal  Recreational  Use. 

7.  Accessory  use  customarily  incidental  to  any  of 


the  above  uses,    this   shall  not  include  the  following: 

(a)  Any  use  injurious,    noxious  or  offensive 

to  the  neighborhood. 

(b)  The  taking  of  more  than  four  lodgers. 

(c)  Garage  space  for  more  than  two  automo- 
biles,   provided  that  one  additional  auto- 
mobile may  be  provided  for  on  a  lot  over 
nine  thousand  square  feet,    and  two  on  a 
lot  over  twelve  thousand  square  feet. 

(d)  Garage  space  for  more  than  one  truck  or 
automobile  used  for  public  hire. 

8.  NAME  PLATES  A.ND  SIGNS  -  One  unlighted 

(non-flashing,    non-animated)  name  plate 
or  sign,    not  exceeding  one  and  one-half 
square  feet  in  area  for  each  dwelling  unit 
indicating  the  name  of  the  occupant  or  use 
of  the  premises,    one  identification  sign 
not  exceeding  twelve  square  feet  in  area 
for  buildings  other  than  dwelling;  church 
bulletin  board;  an  unlighted  sign  or  signs 
appertaining  to  the  prospective  rental  or 
sale  of  the  property  on  which  said  sign 
or  signs  are  located. 

9.  Any  of  the  following  uses,    provided  the  Board 

of  Adjustment  shall  rule  that  such  use  is 
not  injurious,    noxious,    offensive,    or  det- 
rimental to  the  neighborhood: 
(a)  Aviation  Field,      (b)  Cemetery,      (c) 
Greenhouse  or  Nursery,      (d)     Hospital, 
Sanitarium  or  Charitable  Use.      (e)Gov- 
ernmental  Use. 
AREAS:-   1.    Area  per  dwelling  unit.     The 

minimum  lot  area  per  dwelling  unit  shall 
be  seven  thousand  five  hundred  square 
feet. 

2.  Front  Setback.      There  shall  be 
a  front  setback  of  not  less  than  fifteen 
percent  of  the  depth  of  the  lot,    provided 
however  that  no  front  setback  shall  be  less 
than  ten  feet,    nor  shall  a  setback  of  more 
than  thirty  feet  be  required. 

3.  Rear  Setback.     There  shall  be  a 
rear  setback  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 


percent  of  the  depth  of  the  lot*    but  such 
rear  setback  need  not  exceed  twenty-five 
feet.      Accessory  buildings  may  occupy  not 
more  than  fifty  percent  of  the  area  required 
for  the  rear  setback. 

4.  Side  Setback.     Each  lot  shall  have 
two  side  setbacks  each  having  a  width  of  not 
less  than  twenty  feet. 

5.  Minimum  ground  floor  area.      The 
minimum  first-floor  area  per  dwelling  shall 
be  six  hundred  and  fifty  square  feet. 

ARTICLE  IV.      GENERAL  RESIDENCE  DISTRICT  USES 
In  a  general  residence  district,    no  building  or 
premises   shall  be  erected     altered  or  used  for  any  pur- 
pose,   except: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  a  single  residence  dis- 
trict. 

2.  Detached  two-family  dwelling  or  pair  of  semi- 

detached one-family  dwellings. 

3.  Telephone  exchange,    not  including  a  service 

station  or  outside  storage  of  supplies. 

4.  Customary  home  occupation,    such  as  mil- 
linery,    hairdres  sing,    manicuring,    laundering, 
preserving  and  home  cooking,    or  the  office  of 
a  doctor,    dentist,    musician,    teacher,    archi- 
tect,   accountant,    artist,    or  member  of  some 
other  recognized  profession,    provided  that  such 
occupation  shall  be  carried  on  by  a  person  only 
within  a  dwelling  or  apartment  used  by  him  or 
her  as  his  or  her  private  residence,    and  pro- 
vided that  no  more  than  one  other  person  is 
employed  and  provided  that  such  occupation 
shall  not  occupy  more  than  one- third  of  the 
area  of  such  residence  or  apartment,    and  pro- 
vided that  such  occupation  shall  not  be  carried 
on  in  an  accessory  building,    and  provided  that 
there  is  no  sign  display  except  as  authorized 
for  a  single  residence  district. 

5.  Accessory  use  customarily  incident  to  any  of 
the  above  uses. 

6.  Any  of  the  following  uses,    provided  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  shall  rule  that  such  use  is  not 


injurious,    noxious,    offensive  or  detrimental  to 
the  neighborhood,      (a)    Tourist  Home  or  Inn. 
(b)     Tea  Room,      (c)     Gift  Shop. 
AREA.:-     same  as  for  a  single  residence  district, 

ARTICLE  V.    -  AGRICULTURAL  DISTRICT  USES 
In  an  agricultural  district,    no  building  or  premises 
shall  be  erected,    altered,    or  used  for  any  purpose,    ex- 
cept: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  a  general  residence  dis- 
trict. 

2.  General  farming,    including  horticulture,    dairy- 
ing,   livestock  and  poultry  raising,    and  other 
agricultural  enterprises  or  uses. 

3.  Processing  the  natural  resources  of  the  agri- 
cultural district. 

4.  Orchard  warehouse. 

5.  Creamery  or  Cannery. 

6.  Telephone,    telegraph,    or  power  transmission 
lines. 

7.  Organized  recreational  camp. 

8.  Golf  Course,    public  or  private,    Park  or  Play- 
ground. 

9.  One  or  more  signs  pertaining  to  the  lease,    sale 
of,    or  use  of  the  premises  on  which  placed, 
and  not  exceeding  a  total  area  of  thirty  square 
feet;     unlighted  or  lighted  (non- animated,    non- 
flashing)  . 

10.  Acessory  use  customarily  incident  to  any  of 
the  above  uses. 

11.  Sale  of  products  raised  on  the  premises  in  an 
accessory  building. 

AREA.:    Same  as  for  single  residence  district. 

ARTICLE  VI.    -  APARTMENT  HOUSE  DISTRICT  USES 

In  an  apartment  house  district,    no  building  or  prem- 
ises shall  be  erected,    altered,    or  used  for  any  purpose, 
except: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  a  general  residence  dis- 
trict. 

2.  Dwelling  or  dormitory. 

3.  Club,    except  clubs  the  chief  activity  of  which 
is  a  service  customarily  carried  on  as  a  bus- 


mess. 

4.  Hotel,    meeting  all  the  requirements  of  this 
ordinance  for  a  dwelling. 

5,  Accessory  use  customarily  incident  to  any  of 
the  above  uses. 

AREA:    Same  as  for  single  residence  district,    but 
no  restrictions  as  to  set  back. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  .LOCAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  USES 
In  a  local  business  district,    no  building  or  prem- 
ises shall  be  erected,    altered,    or  used  for  any  purpose 
prohibited  in  a  commercial  district,    nor,    except  under 
like  restriction,    for  any  purpose  restricted  in  a.  com- 
mercial district;  for  any  purpose,    injurious,    noxious,    or 
offensive  to  a  neighborhood  by  reason  of  the  emission  of 
odor,    fumes,    dust,    smoke,    vibration  or  noise,    or  any 
other  cauce;  or  for  any  purpose,    except: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  an  apartment  house  dis- 
trict. 

2.  Building  used  exclusively  for  federal,    state, 
county  or  local  municipal  government  or  pub- 
lic purposes,    but  not  including  workshops  and 
warehouses. 

3.  Historical  building  or  museum,    not  operated 
exclusively  for  profit. 

4.  Building  used  exclusively  for  offices. 

5.  Hotel. 

6.  Fire  Station. 

7.  Office  or  Bank. 

8.  Motel  or  Overnight  Cabins, 

9.  Any  other  retail  business  or  service,    offensive 
to  the  neighborhood. 

10,  Parking  areas,    public  or  private. 

11,  One  or  more  signs  pertaining  to  the  lease, 
sale,    or  use  of  the  premises  on  which  placed, 
and  not  exceeding  a  total  area  of  forty  (40}feet. 

12,  Where  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  rule  that 
it  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood, 
buildings  or  premises  may  be  erected,    altered, 
or  used  as  follows: 

A.  Trailers  or  Trailer  Parks 

B.  Filling  Station 

C.  Public  Garage 

D.  Commercial  Amusements 


AREA:    Same  as  for  apartment  house  district. 
ARTICLE  VIII  -  COMMERCIAL  DISTRICT  USES 


(a)  In  a  commercial  district,  no  building  or  prem- 
ises shall  be  erected,  altered,  or  used  for  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing specified  trades  or   uses: 

1.  Ammonia,    bleaching  powder,  or  chlorine  man- 
ufacturing or  refining. 

2.  Asphalt  manufacturing  or  refining. 

3.  Blast  furnace. 

4.  Cement,    gypsum,    lime,    or  plaster  of  paris 
manufacture. 

5.  Coke  manufacture, 

6„       Creosote  manufacture. 

7,  Dextrin,    glucose,    or  starch  manufacture, 

8,  Distillation  of  bones,    coal  or  wood  or  manu- 
facture of  any  of  their  by-products. 

9,  Dye  manufacture. 

10.  Explosives  or  fireworks  manufacture,    or  stor 
age  in  excess  of  five  hundred  pounds. 

11.  Fat,    grease,    lard  or  tallow  manufacture,    re- 
fining or  rendering. 

12.  Fertilizer  manufacture. 

13.  Gas,    fuel,    or  illuminating   manufacture  in  ex- 
cess of  one  thousand  cubic  feet  per  day,    or 
storage  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  cubic  feet 
except  in  a  municipal  or  public  service  plant. 

14.  Gelatine,  glue  or  size  manufacture  from  fish, 
animal  refuse  or  offal. 

15.  Hair  manufacture, 

16.  Hot  rolling  mill. 

17.  Hydrochloric,    nitric,    picric,    Sulphuric  or 
Sulphurous  Acid  manufacture. 

18.  Incineration,    reduction  or  dumping  of  dead 
animals,    garbage,    offal  or  refuse,    except  by 
the  City  or  its  agent,    or  when  accumulated 
and  consumed  on  the  same  premises  without 
the  emission  of  odor, 

19.  Lamp  black  manufacture. 

20.  Linoleum  or  Oilcloth  manufacture. 

21.  Match  manufacture. 

22.  Petroleum  or  other  inflammable  liquids, 


production  or  refining. 

23.  Pyroxylin  manufacture,    manufacture  of  articles 
thereof.,    or  storage  in  excess  of  five  hundred 
pounds. 

24.  Rubber  manufacture  or  treatment  involving 
offensive  odor. 

25.  Slaughtering  or  stock  yard  as  appurtenant 
thereto,    except  as  permitted  by  the  Board  of 
Health. 

26.  Tanning,    curing  or  storage  of  raw  hides  or 
skins . 

27.  Tar  Distillation  or  manufacture. 

28.  Turpentine  or  varnish  manufacture. 

29.  Junk  Yard  or  place  where  junk  is   collected  or 
stored.      The  word  "junk"  in  this  ordinance 
shall  mean  any  old  metals,    old  bottles.,    cotton 
or  woollen  mill  waste.,    unfinished  cloth,    old 
rags,    old  paper  products,    old  rubber  products, 
two  or  more  unregistered  motor  vehicles 
which  are  unfit  for  reconditioning  for  use  on 
the  highways,    used  parts  and  material  of  motor 
vehicles,    the  quantity  of  which  shall  be  equal 

in  bulk  to  two  or  more  motor  vehicles,    and 
any  other  second-hand  articles,    the  accumula- 
tion of  which  is  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the 
neighborhood. 
3  0,    Any  other  trade,    industry,    or  use  that  is  in- 
jurious,   noxious,    or  offensive  to  a  neighbor- 
hood by  reason  of  the  emission  of  odor,    fumes., 
dust,    smoke,    vibration  or  noise  or  other  a.c- 
cuse.    but  not  including  places  of  amusement; 
Provided,    however,    that  a  building  or  use 
otherwise  excluded  but  distinctly  incidental  and 
essential  to  a  use  of  a  building  or  plant  with  a 
series  of  buildings  permitted  in  a  commercial 
district,    may  be  erected,    altered,    and  used 
if  not  more  than  ten  percent  of  the  total  floor 
area  of  the  building  or  plant  is   so  occupied,    if 
not  more  than  ten  percent  of  all  the  employees 
are  to  be  engaged  therein,    if  it  is  not  located 
within  fifty  feet  of  any  street  line  or  lot  line, 
and  if  it  is  not  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the 


neighborhood. 
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(b)     No  building  or  premises  shall  be  erected,    al- 
tered,   or  used  for  any  of  the  following  specific  uses,    un- 
less the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  rule  that  such  use 
under  such  conditions  and  in  such  a  building  as  it  may 
prescribe  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the 
neighborhood: 

1.  Blacksmith  Shop. 

2.  Coal  Yard. 

3.  Lumber  Yard. 

4.  Public  Garage  or  Stable. 

5.  Filling  Station. 

6.  Commercial  Amusements. 

AREA:    Same  as  Apartment  House  District. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  INDUSTRIAL  DISTRICT  USES 


In  an  industrial  district,    no  building  or  premises 
shall  be  erected,    altered,    or  used  for  any  use  prohibited 
in  a  commercial  district   unless  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
shall  rule  that  such  use,    under  such  conditions,    and  in 
such  building  as  it  may  prescribe  will  not  be  detrimental 
or  injurious  to  the  neighborhood. 

ARTICLE  X  -  BUILDING  STANDARDS 
No  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  without 
having  its  plans  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment.    Under  no  conditions  will  approval  be  granted 
where  the  exterior    surface,    exclusive  of  the  roof,    shall 
be  covered  with  roofing  materials,    such  as  corrugated 
steel  or  tar-paper  or  any  similar  material. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  SEWERAGE 
All  dwelling  and  all  commercial,    public,    or  in- 
dustrial buildings  shall  be  connected  to  a  disposal  sys- 
tem.    When  a  public  system  is  not  available,    a  private 
sewage  disposal  system  is  required.     The  type,    size, 
and  construction  of  all  septic  tanks  and  drainage  field 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Town  Health  Officer. 

XI-A  Amendment  -  March  9,    1965 

No  person,    firm  or  Corporation  shall  strip,    exca- 
vate or  otherwise  remove  top  soil,    sand  or  gravel  from 
Single  Residence,  General  Residence  or  Apartment  House 


Districts  for  sale,    or  for  any  use  other  than  on  the  prem- 
ises from  which  the  same  shall  be  taken  except  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  or  alteration  of  a  building 
on  such  premises  and  excavation  or  grading  incidental 
thereto, 

ARTICLE  XII  -  NON- CONFORMING  USES 


Any  lawful  building  or  use  of  a  building  or  premises 
or  part  thereof  in  existence  previous  to  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  may  be  continued  although  such  building 
or  use  does  not  conform  to  the  above  provisions  hereof. 

In  a  single  residence  district,    nothing  herein  shall 
prevent  any  dwelling  existing  at  the  time  this  ordinance 
is  adopted,    and  having  a  volume  above  the  first  floor,   ex- 
clusive of  porches,    exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  cubic 
feet,    being  altered  to  provide  for  and  being  used  for  two 
families,    providing  it  is  not  enlarged  in  volume, 

Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  any  dwelling  in  a  gen- 
eral residence  or  agricultural  district  existing  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  from  being  altered  to  pro- 
vide for  and  being  used  by  from  more  than  two  but  not 
more  than  four  families,    provided  it  is  not  enlarged  in 
volume,    and  providing  that  no  dwelling  unit  shall  have  a 
floor  area  of  less  than  eight  hundred  square  feet. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  order  the  issuance  cf 
a  permit  for  any  non-conforming  use  to  be  changed  to  an- 
other non-conforming  use  not  substantially  different  in 
its  purpose  and  manner  of  application  and  no  more  harm- 
ful or  objectionable  to  the  neighborhood,    provided  that  the 
building  involved  shall  neither  be  structurally  altered  nor 
enlarged  to  an  extent  in  the  aggregate  greater  than  twenty 
percent  in  volume  and  fifty  percent  of  the  assessed  value 
of  the  building  and  land  as  of  the  date  of  passage  of  this 
ordinance.      The  extension  must  be  of  the  same  or  better 
type  of  material  and  construction  as  the  original  building. 
No  non-conforming  use,    if  once  changed  to  a  use  permit- 
ted in  the  district,    in  which  it  is  located,    shall  be  changed 
back  to  a  non-conforming  use. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  order  the  issuance  of 
a  permit  for  a  quarry  or  gravel  or  sand  pit  or  for  a  non- 
conforming temporary  building  or  use  incidental  to  the 
development  of  a  neighborhood,    such  permit  to  be  issued 
for  an  initial  period  of  not  more  than  two  years  and  only 
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upon  application  accompanied  by  a  bond  payable  to  the 
Town  of  Tilton  in  such  amount  and  in  such  form  as  the 
Board  of  Adjusters  may  order, to  become  effective  in 
case  the  building  is  not  removed  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  the  permit.     Such  permits  may  be  ordered  renewed 
by  the  Board  for  successive  periods  of  not  more  than  one 
year  each.     The  removal  of  sod,    loa«m,    sub- soil,    sand, 
or  gravel  from  a  premises  for  the  purpose  of  sale  there- 
of is  hereby  declared  a  non-conforming  temporary  use 
and  no  premises  shall  be  used  for  such  purposes  unless 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  rule  such  use  under  such 
circumstances  and  conditions  as  it  may  prescribe,    will 
not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the  neighborhood. 

Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  substantial  restora- 
tion within   one  year  a.nd  continued  use  of  a  building  dam- 
aged by  fire  or  other  casualty,    provided  that,    in  C3.se  of 
da.rnage  to  a  building  non-conforming  in  use,    location  or 
structure  to  an  extent  that  the  estimated  cost  of  such  re- 
storation exceeds  three-quarters  of  its  fair  valuation  im- 
mediately prior  to  such  damage,    authorization  of  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  must  be  obtained  for  such  restora- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  XIII 
No  lot  shall  be  reduced  that  the  dimensions  of  any  of 
the  open  spaces  shall  be  smaller  than  herein  prescribed, 

ARTICLE  XIY  -  ADMINISTRATION 

1.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  one  of  their  own 
members  as  Building  Inspector,    and  he  shall  administer 
this  ordinance. 

2,  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Adjustment,    which 
shall  have  the  power  and  authority  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  duties  as  provided  in  Chapter  5  1  of  the  Revised  Laws 
of  New  Ha,mpshire,    1942.    The  members  of  said  Board  of 
Adjustment  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,    and  shall 
serve  without  compensation.

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this 
ordinance   shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  pro- 
vision hereof. 

ARTICLE  XVI 
INTERFERENCE  WITH  OTHER  ORDINANCE 

This   ordinance   shall  not  interfere  with  or  annul  any 
ordinance.,    rule,    regulation,    or  permit,    provided  that, 
unless   specifically  excepted.,    where  this   ordinance  "is 
more  stringent  it  shall  control. 

ARTICLE  XVII  -  EFFECTIVE  DATE 
This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage,

and  restrictions  adopted  pursuant  to  the  authority  hereof 
shall  provide  that  the  said  Board  may.,    in  appiu  cr_ate  cas- 
es and  subiect  to  aoorooriate  conditions  and  safeguards. 
make   special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  in 
harmony  with  its  general  purpose  and  intent.,    and  in  ac- 
cordance with  general  or  specific   rules  therein  contained. 

MEMBERS,    TERMS.    VACANCIES 
The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers; When  the  Board  is  first  organized,    one  .member 
snail  be  appointed  to   serve  for  one  year.,    one  for  two 
years,    one  for  three  years,    one  for  four  years.,    and  one 
for  five  years.,    and  thereafter  the  appointing  authority 
shall  annually  appoint  one  member  for  a  term  of  five 
years, 

PROCEDURE 
The  Board  shall  adopt  rules  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  the  ordinances,     Meetings  of  the  Board 
shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman,    and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  Board  may  determine.     Such  Chair- 
man,   or  in  his  absence  the  acting  chairman,    may  ad- 
minister oaths  and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses. 
All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 
The  Board  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  proceedings,    showing 
the  vote  of  each  member  upon  each  question,    or,    if  ab- 
sent or  failing  to  vote,    indicating  such  fact,    and  shall 
keep  records  of  its  examinations  and  other  official  ac- 
tions,   all  of  which  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  Of- 
fice of  the  Board,    and  shall  be  a  public  record. 

APPEALS  TO  BOARD 
Appeals  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  may  be  taken  by 
any  person  aggrieved  or  by  any  officer,    department, 
board,    or  bureau  of  the  municipality  affected  by  any  de- 
cision of  the  administrative  office.     Such  appeal  shall  be 
taken  within  a  reasonable  time,    as  provided  by  the  rules 
of  the  Board,    by  filing  with  the  officer  from  whom  the  ap- 
peal is  taken  and  with  the  Board,    a  notice  of  appeal  speci- 
fying the  grounds  thereof.      The  officer  from  whom  the 
appeal  is  taken  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  Board  all 
the  papers  constituting  the  record  upon  which  the  action 
appealed  from  was  taken. 

EFFECT  OF  APPEAL 
An  appeal  stays  all  proceedings  under  the  action  ap- 
pealed from,    unless  the  officer  from  whom  the  appeal 
is  taken  certifies  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  after  notice 
of  a,ppeal  shall  have  been  filed  with  him,    that  by  reason 
of  facts  stated  in  the  certificate  a  stay  would,    in  his 
opinion,    cause  imminent  peril  to  life  or  property.     In 
such  case,    proceedings  shall  not  be  stayed  otherwise 
than  by  restraining  order  which  may  be  granted  by  the 
Board  or  by  the  Superior  Court  on  notice  to  the  officer 
from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken  and  cause  shown, 

NOTICE  OF  HEARING 


The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  fix  a  reasonable 
time  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal,    give  public  notice 
thereof,    as  well  as  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest, 
and  decide  the  same  within  a  reasonable  time.     Upon 
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the  hearing        any  party  may  appear  in  person  or   by 
agent  or  attorney. 

POWERS  OF  BOARD 
The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  the  following 
powers: 

1*       To  hear  and  decide  appeals  where  it  is 
alleged  there  is  error  in  any  order,    re- 
quirement,   decision,    or  determination 
made  by  an  administrative  official  in 
the  enforcement  hereof,    or  of  any  ordi- 
nance adopted  pursuant  thereto. 

2.  To  hear  and  decide  special  exceptions 
to  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  upon  which 
such  board  is  required  to  pass  under 
such  ordinance. 

3.  To  authorize  upon  appeal  in  specific 
cases  such  variance  from  the  terms  of 
the  ordinance  as  will  not  be  contrary  to 
the  public  interest,    where  owing  to  spe- 
cial conditions,    a  literal  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  will  re- 
sult in  unnecessary  hardship,    and  so 
that  the  spirit  of  the  ordinance  shall  be 
observed  and  substantial  justice  done. 

4.  In  exercising  the  above  mentioned  powers, 
such  Board  may,    in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  hereof,    reverse  or  affirm,  wholly 
or  partly,    or  may  modify  the  order,    re- 
quirement,   decision  or  determination 
appealed  from  and  may  make  such  order, 
or  decision,    as  ought  to  be  made,    and 
to  that  end  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
the  officer  from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken. 

The  concurring  vote  of  three  members  of  the  Board 
shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  any  action  of  such  admin- 
istrative official,,    or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  applicant 
on  any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass  under 
such  ordinance,    or  to  effect  any  variation  in  such  ordi- 
nance. 
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DISQUALIFICATION 
No  member  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  sit 
upon  the  heading  of  any  question  which  the  Board  is  to 
decide  in  a  judicial  capacity  who  would  be  disqualified 
from  any  cause,    except  exemption  from  service  and 
knowledge  of  the  facts  involved  gained  in  the  performance 
of  his  official  duties  to  act  as  a  juror  upon  the  trial  of 
the  same  matter  in  any  action  at  law, 

If  a  member  shall  be  disqualified  or  unable  to  act  in 
any  particular  case  pending  before  the  Board,    the  ap- 
pointing authority,    upon  application  of  the  Board,    shall 
appoint  a  member  to  act  in  his  place  upon  said  case.
